Bloseom of Florerce was the fourteenth 
Jersey and fifteenth cow in order of merit 
at St. Louis. Among the forty five cows in 
Class A (the butter class) fourteen out of 
the best fifteen were Jerseys. Among the 
seventy cows in Class B (the milk class), 
thirteen out of the best fifteen were Jer- 
seys. Biopsom of Florence was the oldest 
cow inthe Jersey herd, being eight years 
54 months old at the beginning of the test, 
and seventy days had elapsed since she had 
calved. She was one of the largest cows in 
the herd, weighing 1015 pounds atthe start 
of the test and 1079 pounds at'its end. Dur- 
ing the sixty-seven days immediately pre- 
ceding the test she gave 2654 pounds milk, 
containing 114.12 pounds fat (estimated), 
equivalent to 134.09 pounds butter. Adding 
this to her official record, we Gnd that in 187 
days she produced 7560.3 pounds milk,350.75 
pounds fat, equivalent to 412.84 pounds 


butter. 
Her official record in the test is as fol- 


lows (June 16 to Oct. 13, 1904, 120 days): 
Milk, 4906.3 pounds; fat, 236.63 pounds; 
estimated butter, 278 75 pounds, a daily av- 
erage of 40.9 pounds milk, 1,97 pounds fat 
and 2.32 pounds butter. Her best seven 
days production was 285.5 pounds milk, 
15.10 pounds fat, 17.82 pounds batter, Oct. 7 
to 13,the last week of the test, 183 days from 
calviog. Her best single day’s yield was 
2.89 pounds butter from 41.4 pounds milk, 
Oct. 13, the very last day of the test, when 
190 days from calving. Daring the first ten 
days of the official test she gave 388.4 
pounds milk, containing 17.771 pounds fat; 
during the last ten days she gave 395.6 
pounds milk, containing 20.524 pounds fat. 
After having been over six months in milk, 
Blossom of Florence was still increasing her 
production, and to all appearances could 
have maintained a good milk flow for an- 
other six months. Her miik pro uced dur- 
ing the test contained 428.907 pounds solids 
not fat, and averaged 4.8 per cent. fat and 
13.5 per cent. total solids. Her production 
was in the proportion of 17.6 pounds milk 
to one pound butter. At no time did the 
percentagé of fat fal] below four. 

Blossom of Florence was given the fol- 
lowing rations: 1802.8 pounds alfalfa hay, 
733.4 pounds cut alfalfa, fifty-four pounds 
clover hay, 1791 pounds corn silage, 277.5 
pounds corn mea), 428.5 pounds bran, 103.5 
pounds ground oats, 178 pounds oil meal, 
ninety-eight pounds cottonseed meal, 694.7 
pounds gluten feed, 85.5 pounds corn hearts, 
63.5 pounds hominy feed and ninety-six 
pounds Ajax distiller’s grains, being a daily 
average of 364 pounds roughage and 164-5 
pounds grain. This feed was vaued at 
$29.901. Her butter production at twenty- 
five cents per pound amounted to $69.688. 
Deducting cost of feed, her net profit in 
Class A was $39.787, or over thirty-three 
cents per day. The fat at thirty cents per 
pound and solids not fat at three cents per 
pound, amounted to $83.857,a net profit of 
$53.956 in Class B, or nearly forty-five cents 
per day. Her feed cost a little less than 
twenty-five cents per day.—R. M. Gow.

Profiteble Ayrshire Herds. 
Reports from four Ayrshire herds sub- 
mitted to Secretary C. M. Winslow of the 
Ayrshire Breeders Association show net 
profits of from $52 to $81.80 per cow. The 
following arethe figures of the herd show- 
ing best profit: Milk sold, $2254; cream, 
$625 ; stock sold, $1450 ; total receipts, $4329; 
cost of keeping cows at $55 per head, $1155; 
cost of keeping young cattle, $575; cost of 
selling milk and caring for cattle, $881; 
total expense, $2611; net profit, $1718; net 
per cow, $81.80. 

Another interesting record, evidently of 
a retail milk route, shows results of two 
years work as follows: Milk sold at five 
cents per quart in 1904, $3712; ten head of 
stock in 1904, $617; milk sold in 1905, at five 
cents, $4173.07 ; forty-three head of stock, 
$4457; total received for the two years, 
$1259.07 ; cost of feeding thirty-five cows at 
$65 per head for two years, $4450; wages 
and board of two attendants fortwo years, 
$1680; cost of feeding at $25 per head for 
fifty-three head of young stock until sold, 
$1325; total expense for two years, $7555; 
net profit, $5404, or $77.20 per head.

today, the Percheron. This isa somewhat 
broken country with rather scant pastures 
and watered by numerous springs and 
brooks, an ideal location for the develop- 
ment of such a noble breed of horses. 
Nature has favored it with nutritious herb- 
ageand a pure, dry and bracing air emi- 
nently favorable to horse breeding. In this 
country agriculture hag flourished for cent- 
uries. It takes a great deal of labor to 
cultivate the fields of this broken region 
and the brood mare is called upon for her 
share of the work. This is another condi- 
tion that has led to the production of strong, 
rugged colts. 
THE PERCHE FARMER 
isthe breeder of these horses. He takes 
pride in his horses, he loves them. He 
takes good care of the brood mare; works 
her and feeds her carefully. When the 
colts are about eighteen months old he 
assigns them to some light work. They 
are hardy and soon become accustomed to 
it, and enjoy it. They are abundantly fed, 
and with this exercise they acquire a 
strong, healthy constitution. 
ARAB AND NATIVE STOCK, 

The Percheron has been bred in this dis- 
trict for many centuries. In 732 Arabian 
horses were brought into the country, and 
to them, so noted for their superior sym- 
metry, quality and intelligence, the modern 
Percheron owes its origin. The use of these 
beantiful stallions on thé native mares of 
Perche continued as late &s 1820, when the 
two noted gray stallions, Godolphin and 
Gallipoli, were introduced in the stud 
stables at Pin, thus stamping their ‘charac- 
ter, quality and endurance on the horses of 
the country. with an indeliple impress. 
These horses thrived in their new home, 
and with some admixture of the blood of 
the horses of Britany, a type of horse was 
developed that was of the greatest utility 
combined with beaaty, quality and style, a 
horse. of more than ordinary strength, vigor 
and intelligenve. 

Up until 1883 there was no definite name 
for this breed. They were known by vari- 
ous names, as Norman, Percheron, Perch- 
erop-Norman and French horses. In this 
year the name Percheron was decided 
upon. The first volume of American Stad 
Book was published in 1876 under the name 
of Percheron-Norman Stad Book. Bat 
after theadoption of the name Percheron 
by the French it was changed. 

THE MODERN TYPE. 

As the railroads began to take the place 
of the old mail-stage' and omnibus, for 
which the Percherons were much used, and 
speed became a matter of minor impor- 
tance, the breeder gradually began to breed 
toward a heavier type. It was mainly due 
to this and to the fact that the eonstantly 
increasing trade of America demanded a 
heavier horse that the breed merged into 
the modern type of Percheron weighing 
from 1800 to 2300 pounds. In this modern 
type we find a horse varying jn color from 
white to black,but tending toward the 
dark color. He hasan intelligent, attract- 
ive head with a short, thick and beautifully 
crested neck set on neat, well-placed shoul- 
ders, a short-legged, blocky type with 

short, strong back and coupling amd heavy 
quarters. He has a clean leg noted for its 
straightness and soundness, feet of supe- 
rior quality, a fast, straight walk and an 
open, easy trot. The illustration depicts a

The modern Percheron is very popular 
with the American farmer because he is an 
easy keeper and an early maturer, is hardy 
and vigorous, buat docile and. sensible, 
strong, active and well adapted to all classes 
of farm work and city use. America had a 
preference for a black se which has led 
to the profuction of darker coloréd horses, 
but, as 1s evidenced by some of the leading 
shows of the last season, is a tendency 
to revert back to the o color, that 
beautiful iron gray.
